Note: The 1995 population figure used by UCR is 15,000 below the identical figure 
they used 1990 through 1994 (5 years). It affects our rate as you can see by the 
bottom line figures using the 275,232 as compared to 260,232. 


¢ Notable Factors: 


Looking at the Index Total column, we have actually been on a six year decline since 
1989. 


+ The Violent Crime per 1,000 column demonstrates that the old town has been on a 
violence binge since 1979 ( in the thirties with the exception high twenties in 83, 84 
and 87). 


¢ Looking at the Violent Crime actual number column demonstrates that 1981 (12,511) 
was our worst year in (fifteen years ago ) and seven years actually top 1995 (80, 
81,82,86,89,90 and 94). 


Homicides are down drastically from our worst years(67,70,71,72, 73,74, 75,79 
80, 81,82,85 and 86). 


The same with robbery with our worst year being in 1981. 1979, 1980, 1982 
and 1990 were bad too.
